
Southern Conference Admits Universit 

Rule Delays Teams' Entry 
To League Until Fall, 1941 


Farrington, 
Reinhart 
Enthusiastic 
Over Bid 


The University became the sixteenth member ol fte conference, 
replacing the University of Virginia which withdrew from the 
loop because of the Graham non-subsidization plan. Sormerly on 
the conference’s black-list because of athletia difflcdties a few 
years ago, the school changed its policy under FarrlnglDn and wfis 
eligible for membership. It was a personal triumph ^r Farring- 
ton, who has been striving for loop membership evpr since he 
became athletic director here. 

Other members of the Southern Conference are Dttka, Davidson, 
North Carolina, North Carolina State, Wake Forest Washington 
and Lee, Richmond, William and Mary, Virginia Tsiih, Virginia 
Military Institute, Clemson, Furman, The Citadel, sU>th Carolina 
and Maryland. North Carolina is basketball charoj^bn, Clemson 
holds the football crown, and Richmond is conferoKe baseball 
titleholder. 

Washington and Lee and Maryland were conferena^achools who 
pushed the University for membership. Washington and Lee aided 
by scheduling the Colonials in all major sports Maryland 

first offered George Washington’s name last year. Atranee into 
the conference was also a great step toward buildliwup relations 
between the Terps and Buffmen in local rivalries* j As athletic 


director, Farrington has already succeeded in making one local 
rivalry with Georgetown University. 

For many years the University has maintained close relations. 
With Southern Conference members. Its football schedule through- 
out the years shows the loop members adequately represented. 
On the football schedule this fall were Wake Forest and Washing- 
ton and Lee, while Clemson was met the year before along with 
Furman and The Citadel. Ten conference members are on this 
year’s basketball schedule with two of them, Duke and Clemson, 
appearing in Washington this weekend. In baseball the Colonials 
have played Richmond, Washington and Lee and Maryland. 

’The amendment postponing participation until the beginning of 
next school year may well cost the Colonials the conference basket- 
ball title this year. Off with a good start, by defeating the Gen- 
erals 40-34 in their first game, the Buff seemed a sure bet to reach 
the conference tourney. At the end of each basketball season around 
the first of March, the loop sponsors a basketball tourney in 
Raleigh, N. C., in which the eight best teams in the conference 
play ^or the championship. Its title in other sports is decided by 
the best record scored against conference opposition.

• CLIMAXING YEARS of hard work by Athletic Director Max 
Farrington, the University was admitted to the Southern Confer- 
ence by a unanimous vote at the loop’s annual meeting in Char- 
lotte, N. C., Saturday. However, due to a conference ruling, the 
Colonials will be unable to participate actively in conference ath- 
letics until September 1, 1941. 

Farrington was present at the meeting and gave ofiScials infor- 
mation on the stuflent body, and athletic policy of the University. 
The University of Maryland representative, (3eary Epperly, pro- 
posed the University for membership Saturday morning. On the 
first poll the motlon-was approved by a vote of 13 to 2, with Vir- 
ginia Tech and William and Mary opposing admittance. Another 
ballot was taken and the unanimous vote followed. Previously the 
Virginia Tech representative had submitted a motion asking that 
the University’s bid be tabled, but the measure was voted down.

Maryland for Aiding 
University's Petition 

s ENTHUSIASTIC comment ihow. 
ered down from the Preildenfi of- 
fice. the athletic office and even 
the University of Maryland over 
the weekend as the University 
Joined the Southern Conference In 
Charlotte, N. C. 

Max Fartington, who did more 
than any one person to get the Co- 
lonials intd organized collegiate ath- 
letics, said with a happy imlle: 

*'We are greatly honored to have 
Joined this group of southern 
schools. 1 have been looking for- 
ward to this for a long time, and 
I am grateful for this new oppor- 
tunity for University athletics." 

Coach Bill Reinhart, who sits on 
the front line of the Colonial ath- 
letic wars, gave vent to all his 
homely enthusiasm when he was 
questioned. 

'^Incentive for the Boys” 

"It will give the boys incentive* 
something to shoot for. It otters 
them a basis of comparison with 
other teams. It is particularly grati- 
fying, since our acceptance into the 
Conference is realty an endorse- 
ment by- the other southern schools 
of our athletic policy. 

"You know." he said, cocking his 
chair against the wall behind his 
desk and getting that philosophlo 
glint in his eye, "it's just *.ke a man 
moving into a new neighborhood. 
If he throws a lot of rough parties 
and gets a bad name— then he's out 
of everything. But if he smiles at 
his neighbors, shows 'em that he’s a 
good guy, why, after a while they'll 
take him in. 

"Well, that's the way we feel. The 
Southern conference has taken us 
into the neighborhood.” 

Dr. Marvin also expressed his ap- 
preciation of the news; 

"I am pleased with the good news 
about our election. We recognize 
the responsibilities that come with 
membership In such an athletic 
family and shall sincerely try to be 
a worthy member of the group. 

"We are particularly grateful to 
President Byrd and Mr. Eppley of 
the University of Maryland, who 
have seen (It to so graciously spon- 
sor our membership." 

Byrd Welcomes University 

President H. C. Byrd, of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, said that he 
was glad to have George Washing- 
ton in the conference and felt that 
they would make a worthy ment- 
ber. 

Most gratifying comment of all 
came-drom (he MaryianA DUmowU 
back, when it said in an Editorial 
that they were p'-shin^ for the Uni- 
versity to get into the Conference* 
They added that some of the meao- 
ber schools feared the Colonials be- 
cause of their strong teams, but 
Maryland felt they deserved a place 
In the group. 

And Anne Thomas. University 
Sweetheart, summed up everything 
by saying: 'I think it's swell. How- 
ever," she added. "I think we could 
win their old basketball tourna- 
ment In the spring if they'd let ua 
try."

Elected ; Head 
Of Congress 


• PARTY UNITY tbok a turn for 
the better at the Congress meeting 
Sunday, when Edgar Baker was re- 
elected president unanimously, and 
Congress got down to actual legis- 
lation for the first tliM this year. ' 
The Foreign Affairs committee In- 
troduced four resolutions which 
were discussed and voted, and after 
a two-hour session, the quietest 
conclave yet to grace the annals of 
the stormy history pf that volatile 
organization came to a close. 

Bob Geran, Progressive, nomi- 
nated Badger, and no further candi- 
dates were named. Baker had qnce 
acquired the office,', but resigned, 
when rival Liberal-Diniocrats called 
the election unconat^tional on a 
procedural technicality. 

By close votes, CoagresAwent on 
record (1) against repeal of the 
Johnson act, (2) against a declara- 
tion of war on Germany. *<3) for an 
embargo of war matarlals to Japan, 
and (4) against tending food ana* 
medical supplies to Burope. 

nxML IKUm. frlwW.WM.-ea 
the question of declaring war on 
Germany, but the resolution was 
defeated by three votes. 

Daniel Fusfeld spoke In defense 
of the proF>osal, and pointed to ac- 
tual war as but a more forceful ex- 
pression of our actual policy In the 
present conflict, "and an alliance 
with her would be our best means 
of strengthening it. She Is fighting 
our war by a gratuitous error, and 
we should help her all we can. even 
to the actual act of war." Baker 
spoke against the proposal, and 
claimed: 'There Is an old maxim 
that truth Is war's first casualty; 
the modern version is that democ- 
racy Is war’s first casualty ... I 
have heard no argument sufficient- 
ly Impelling to persuade me that 
a declaration of war la anything 
but an act of supreme folly." 

Mike MoKooI spoke for repeal of 
the Johnson act and more aid to 
Britain. Jules Rose answered him, 
and was peppered with questions 
afterward.

plnanolal Burden SWfSed 

Sometime after the Christmas 
vacation a brochure will be distrib- 
uted, Illustrating the type or for- 
mat that the 1941 Cherry Tree will 
use. This will demonstrate to the 
students that a great deal more 
may be expected than the usual 
collection of formal photographs 
and articles. 

The whole business policy of the 
yearbook will be aimed at relieving 
the financial burden on individual 
organizations whose contributions 
have supported It In the past. To- 
ward this end the subscription carvv 
palgn will be an Important phase 
of the yearbook. In order that this 
type of income may contribute more 
largely to the yearbook budget. 

Secondly, the cost of the average 
space unit will be reduced from 
$30.00 to $20.00 per organization. 

The pages will be Increased In size 
from 7H by 10\4 inches to 9 by 
12 Inches. Although the space al- 
lotted to each organization for for- 
ma] portraits and listing of mem- 
bers will be reduced to one-half 
page, It It pointed out that due to 
changed arrangement of the page 
much new .material may be added 
to the usual Information. A good 
deal of the white border found on 
such a page wifi be eliminated In 
favor of an Increased number of 
pictures. 

Kannlng Story Featured 

The formal portion of the book 
will be a very small part of the 
material. The running story of the 
year's acUvItles will be the real 
Cherry 'Tree, and will Include as 
many pictures ol the actlvlUe* of 
each organization as Is possible. 

Each organization will be encour- 
aged to have Its own photographer 
submit pictures for the group In 
ai'dar that It may be assured of 
proper representation. Although a 
Cherry Tree staff photographer will 
cover all major functions, the edi- 
tors will use those pictures which 
have Interest of the type necessary 
to carry out the campus story Idea. 

The more pictures the Individual 
organlzaUon has submitted, the bet- 
ter representation It will be likely 
to get In the picture story of the 
year.

Dr. Barnes, Noted Historian, 
Paints Gloomy Picture of Future

• FASCISM OR CHAOS is the only outlook for mankind, Dr. 
Harry Elmer Barnes, prominent American historian and sciologist, 
told the Student Council forum audience Friday night. 

‘‘We have the economic power to build a Utopia in this country 
in four or five years, or we may have ten or fifteen years of war 

that will completely wipe out 
civilization,” he said. 

Dr. Barnes, in painting this 
gloomy picture for students, 
said that he hoped he would 
prove a "punk prophet" but that 
he was afraid he wouldn't. Civili- 
zation is now pasting through its 
fourth great period of revolution— 
a period of greater strain than ever 
known before, since it is not merely 
a question of what type of civiliza- 
tion will supplant this one. but 
whether there will be any civiliza- 
tion after this one, he explained. 

His diagnosis of the world's 
troubles was based on the fact that 
applied science and technology has 
shot way ahead of government 
economics and social institutions. 

"In an age of great Industry and 
advanced science, we are living un- 
der the Institutions of the windmill 
era. Our greatest liberal thinkers 
were Jefferson. Locke. Paine and 
their contemporaries of more than 
100 years ago. Our educational sys- 
tem is adapted from the humanistic 
system of the 18th century. Chris- 
tianity has developed only slightly 
from the Catholicism of the Middle 
Ages, and the Semitic religion still

Too Many? 

• ONE HUNDRED twenty-seven campus or- 
ganizations recently have, or should have, each 
received a request from the Committee on Stu- 
dent Life for submission of data pertaining to 
the constitution and activity of the individuai 
organization. This is because the rules of the 
Board of Trustees provide that the recognition 
of an organization shall be for a maximum 
period of two years, and the last general re- 
recognition of organizations was made In 1938- 
39. 

This bi-annual check-up raises several Inter- 
esting questions. The average student will prob- 
ably be surprised to learn that there are around 
125 separate student organizations. This fact 
itself seems to quash the thesis that then is 
not ample opportunity for practically every stu- 
dent to And a field of common interest and ac- 
tivity on campus outside the classroom. 

On the other hand, those “In the know” tend 
to entertain the Idea that there are too many 
campus grdups — with the belief that fewer 
groups would lead to larger and stronger ones, 
which In turn would be better for the activities 
scene in general. The existence of many small, 
virtually inactive and generally ineffective 
groups is widely conceded. 

What harm do the little ones do?- Why not 
let them alone on the idea that. If they do little 
good, they likewise do little harm? The answer 
may very likely be found in the quality of stu- 
dent leadership on campus. With some out- 
standing exceptiops, it is true, the quality is ex- 
ceedingly bad. A given student body of a given 
size can produce just so many good leaders, no 
more. On this campus they just won’t go 
around.

■ ■ “ winning streak of 2 games. The Aggies bring with them a record 
^ I that can hardly be equaled by any other college team in the nation. 

Cf)U/r)0\/ They are the third ranking quint in the country, Oklahoma State 

champs, Missouri VaUe> champs, 
and last year they went throufli 
25 straight games without a defaat. 
Game time is 8:30 p.m. 

This year they boast a team that 
U lust as powerful. The Aggies hava 
disposed of the University of TexM 
and C.C.N.Y. both tough opponents 
and again appear headed for the 
championship. Led by Lonny Eg- 
gleston. star forward, who scored 
16 points against Texas and f 
against C.C.N.Y., the Cowboys will 
furnish stiff competition for Coecli 
Reinhart's charges when they clash. 

In the Texas game, the Aggies 
proved that they could come from 
behind and that they aren’t a one- 
man team.. Eight times they 
snatched the lead and finally the 
victory from Texas by a score of 
48-42. Fourteen of Eggleston’s, 18 
points were scored in the first half 
and when he was halted, the rest 
of the men broke through. 

Iba Has Record 

Henry Payne Iba, the Oklahoma 
coach, boasts an uncanny record. 
His basketball teams have won 378 
games and lost only 61 for a life- 
time coaching average of .820. Dur* 
ing thv* IT years that he has been a 
coach, his teams have won ten state 
or conference championships. When 
he conched at Northwest Missouri 
Teachers’ College, he once ran up 
a consecutive winning streak of 43 
games. 

The Aggies feature a fast break- 
ing attack that shakes one man 
loose under the basket for a shot. 
They do almost no long shooting 
and depend upon their extraordi- 
nary height to snag the ball m tha 
rebound if their fast break fails to 
materialize in a score. 

Aggies Won Last Year 
Last year's game with the Cow- 
boys was a thriller. The Colonials 
led 17-16 at the half time and still 
maintained a lead going into the 
final quarter. Then, Slade of tho 
Aggies sank three quick baskets, 
and also sank G.W., making the 
final score 38-3.3. 

After the Oklahoma game, the 
Colonials have very little respite 
before they are Invaded by Clem- 
son's Tigers and Duke’s Blue Devils 
on Friday and Saturday nights, re- 
spectively, at Tech High gym. 
Clemson. with a new coach and 
minus the services of All-American 
Banks McFadden. brings a small 
but speedy squad that relies on 
great skill In ball-handling to off- 
set. any advantages in height that 
th# opposition may have.

Last year's record was far from 
impressive, but In 1939 the Tigert 
won the Southern Conference tlUsL 
They aren’t loo strong this year, 
but they are quite capable of givlag 
Reinhart’s men a surprise upset 
Duke, always powerful, and last 
year’s Conference finalist, moves in 
to give the Colonials what will 
probably be one of their stlffest 
games of the campaign. The Btua 
Devils have a veteran first tesum 
led by Eddie Shokes, who was AU- 
Conference last year when he was 
only a soph. 

The Duke and Clemson gamed

Lieutenant Colonel Ridgeway was 
one of four speakers on the pro- 
gram which la being held each year 
by the University to enliven Inter- 
est In Inter- American problems. 
Eleven schools in the District and 
.Virginia were represented. 

Richard F. Pattee. of the Divi- 
sion of Cultural Relations, Stale 
Department, said that this coun- 
try has to gain the respect of each 
individual country in this hemis- 
phere, and must recognize that 
they have made great achieve- 
ments. 

'There must be reciprocity on 
our part as well as theirs," he de- 
clared. "This is indispenslble to 
cultural relations among the Latin 
American countries and the United 
States." 

Henry Grattan Doyle. Dean of 
Columbian College, emphasized the 
importance of Spanish and Portu- 
guese languages in relations be- 
tween the two Americas. 

‘The public schools have to rec- 
ognize the fact that America Is no 
longer Isolated, and that it must 
make fbreign languages an Integral 
part of every school program," he 
said. 

Harry Warner Frantz. Cable Edi- 
tor of the Washington Bureau of 
the United Press, told conference 
members that Latin American dip- 
lomats in Washington during the 
past two decades have more not- 
able accomplishments to their cred- 
it. and have averaged higher In per- 
sonal ability, than any other re- 
gional group of diplomats. 

Summarizing impressions derived 
from nearly two decades at inter- 
national correspondence here, Mr. 
Frantz said that the opportunities 
for frequent personal contact af- 
forded to American diplomats had 
aided their collective and Individual 
accomplishments.
